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PASSOVER  RETROSPECT 

The  Passover  season  was  celebrated  in  our 
Synagogue  most  joyously  this  year  despite  the 
incidence  of  the  former  days  of  Passover  on  the 
mid-week.  Attendance  at  worship  was  gratify- 
ingly  large  and  on  the  last  day  of  Passover,  the 
largest  for  such  an  occasion  in  the  history  of 
Ihe  congregation. 

All  of  Rabbi  Steinberg's  sermons  centered  on 
Ihe  Passover  theme,  each  developing  some 
special  aspect  of  it.  Thus,  on  the  first  morning 
Rabbi  Steinberg  drew  from  the  Passover  tradition 
the  message  of  the  inescapability  of  the  moral 
ideal — that  he  who  will  not  conform  to  a  valid 
moral  principle  by  choice  is  in  the  end  driven  to 
it  by  necessity. 

The  music,  like  the  preaching,  was  inspiring 
with  its  enthusiastic  loveliness.  The  congregation 
may  well  rest  content  with  the  meaningfulness 
with  which  it  endowed  the  Passover  season.
